CENTRAL FIGURES. 


NEW YORKER GOES TOO FAR 


And By Implication Accuses His Fel¬ 
low Member of Complicity 
In Murder. 


CALLED DOWN BY SPEAKER. 


The failure of yesterday’s session of 
rthe House was the severe exchange of 
personalities between He prerent alive 
Hull!van. of Massachusetts, and Rep¬ 
resentative Hearst. of New York. Mr. 
Sullivan denounced Mr. Hearst In 
caustic terms, and the New York mem¬ 
ber responded with an Intimation that 
Mr. Sullivan was implicated In a mur¬ 
der In Boston, speaker Cannon ruled 
rtfosft Mr. Hearer va« out of order, and, 
with the declaration that 1i would be 
h\* pride to continue his hostility to 
such Individuals as Mr. Sullivan, the 
Nvw York member took his seat. 


Prerident Roosevelt, In a speech last 
night at the Lincoln dinner In New 
York, discussed the race problem. He 
said, among other things, that the prob¬ 
lem Is “to so adjust the relation? be¬ 
tween the two racos that the backward 
race may be trained into true freedom, 
while the forward race Is enabled to 
preserve unharmed the high civilisa¬ 
tion wrought out by Its forefathers”

Washington. Feb. 13,—No* in recent 
years has the House witnessed such a 
spectacle as It did to-day with John A. 
Sullivan, of Massachusetts, and Wrn. 
R. Hearat, of New Yoik. as the central 
figures. Both Indulged In person ail tie* 
of the gravest character and so stirred 
the House as to arouse among certain 
members a feeding of the greatest In¬ 
dignation. Mr. Sullivan heaped upon 
Mr. Hearst a tirade of denunciation 
while the latter by implication charged 
Mr. Still Ivan with complicity in ft mur¬ 
der 

The affair grew' out of the recent dis¬ 
cussion. of the freight rate question In 
the House when Mr. Su'.ltvan inquired 
of Mr. Lamar, of Florida, who was 
favoring the Hears.! Bill, why Mr. 
Hearst did not defend his own bill, this 
being followed by a criticism of Mr, 
Sullivan in the New York American 
and Journal. 

Several appeals were made to Speaker 
Cannon to cause the two men to d.'Siet 
in their abuse of each other. Speaker 
Cannon, however, allowed them to pro¬ 
ceed. Mr. Sullivan entirely concluded 
but In the case of Mr Hearst. the 
Speaker, on reconsideration, noting the 
temper of th* House, decided that an 
accusation of homicide against a fellow 
member was not parliamentary because 
it was calculated to provoke disorder 
and disturbance. Almost immediately 
thereafter Mr. Heaist took his ^eat s 
burling defiance an 1 declaring that it 
would be his pride to contl mi* hff hos¬ 
tility to individual* such as he charged 
Mr. Stilfivtm to be.

Mr. Sullivan’s Remark*. 

Mr. Suflivan. art the outset, mated 
that he had given his notice early in 
order that Mr Hearst might be pres¬ 
ent to-day.

sentatives. said: 

”! need not say’ that T consider to¬ 
day’s session of the House disagreeable 
to all. and absolutely disgraceful to 
those w*ho deliberately planned such a 
rcenc and forced It upon mycelf and 
other unwitting members. I foal that 
they deserved the disagreeable shock 
and diacomlitnre that met them when 
they learned through me the extremely 
appropriate kind of man .whom they 
hud selected a» their mouthpiece. 

"My stand 1«* thl*. and. as far as I 
know, the editors of this country. I 
think there are very few that would 
not agTee with me: As a member of 
the House, speaking In the House. T 
expect to be bound by the rules of the 
House. As an editor of a newspaper, 
representing a constituency much larg¬ 
er than that of any Congressman, I 
expect to be bound now, as I have been 
In the past, by newspaper ethics: that 
Is to pay, by the real Interests of the 
reader* whose approval gives my news¬ 
papers what force they have. 1 em per¬ 
fectly certain that no American news¬ 
paper editor worthy of the name w'ould 
allow himself or hi* paper to be con¬ 
trolled by the membership of any club 
or any legislative body to which he 
might belong. 

"I am not interested tn knowing w’ho 
it was that actually prepared or In¬ 
spired the lengthy and elaborate attack 
on inyself, which Mr. Sullivan read 
from manuscript this afternoon. This 
strike* me as the one feature in it of 
interest to the public: 

“The gentleman from Massachusetts 
spoke as th* representative of the ’re¬ 
spectable Democracy.* He spoke about 
protesting on behalf of the ’respectable* 
element In the Democratic party. 

“I atn glad to be contrasted aft an an- ! 
nrchlsc or a Socialist, or under any 
other appellation, w ilh the ’respectable’, 
element of the Democratic party, a* 
represented by Mr. Sullivan, and I have 
no doubt that the honest Republicans 
who hav> insisted upan some measure 
of railroad reform will also view' with 
complacency their denunciation as So¬ 
cialists from till* particular source.*!

IS THE SENATE COMMITTEDP 


Washington. Feb. 18. — President 
Roosevelt will not present the arbitra¬ 
tion treaties, as amended by the Sen¬ 
ate, to the countries with yhlch they 
were negotiated. In reply to numerous 
Inquiries by representatives of the press 
at the State Department to-day Sec¬ 
retary Huy made tn substance the fol¬ 
lowing statement: 

• * • 

Regards Them As Rejected. 


“The President regard* the matter 
of the general arbitration treaties as 
concluded by the action of the Senate 
on Saturday. He recognizes the right 
of the Senate to reject a treaty either 
by a direct rote In that senae, or in¬ 
directly by changes which are incom¬ 
patible with Us spirit and purpose. He 
considers that with the Senate amend¬ 
ment the treaties not ontfy cease to be 
a step forward tn the cause of gen¬ 
eral arbitration, but are really a step 
backward and therefore he Is unable to 
present them in thte altered form to 
the roundnes with wiliioh we have been 
In negotiation.” 

• • • 

Went To President Yesterday. 

The arbitration treaties which were 
amended and ratified by the Senate on 
Saturday were sent to the President to¬ 
day. Eat'h treaty was accompanied by 
the usual resolution setting forth the 
action taken by the Senate.

Continued Cold To-day. 


“Tuesday fair, with a slowly moderat¬ 
ing temperature” is the forecast for to¬ 
day. but condition* indicate that fho 
rise of tho -mercury will b^ 50 gradual 
that it will hardly be noticeable Ex¬ 
treme weather prevails in the South and 
West.

“Has Lifted the Presidency Out of 
Politics,” Says That Cele¬ 
brated Educator. 


Chicago. Feb. 13.—A plea for “ideaJ 
American citizenship.” with President 
Roosevelt pointed as an example who 
had “lifted the presidency out of poli¬ 
tics.” was made by President Arthur 
T. Hadley, of Yale University, in an 
address before the Chicago Latin 
School to-day. Money making, he said, 
was not the only atm for which stu¬ 
dents should be educated. Broad mind¬ 
edness, he pleaded, was a higher pur¬ 
pose, which should be set by all edu¬ 
cators. 

“There i* no danger that the country 
will ever feel the lack of money-mak¬ 
ers,” said President Hadley.

giad to say that during the last three 
months the returns, as fur as they can 
he gathered, show a smaller number of 
lynching^ than for any other two months 
dunrvg the last twenty year#. Let us up¬ 
hold in every way tho hands of the men 
who have led In th:» work, who are »tr.v- 
ing to do all their work In this spirit. I 
am about to quote from the address of 
the Right Reverend Robert Sti unge, 
bishop coadjutor of North Carolina, as 
given in the Bcmrhem Church mad of Oc¬ 
tober 8, li*H:

Social Equality a Local Question. 

The bishop first enters an emphatic plea 
against uny social Intermingling of the 
races; a question which musi, of course, 
be left to the people of each community 
to settle for themselves, as in such a mat¬ 
ter no on© community—and Indeed no one 
IndivldimJ—oan d4ctoje to any other; al¬ 
ways prmi-.led that in each locality men 
keep tn nknd the fact that there must be 
no confuMnfr.of civil privileges with social 
intercourse. Civil aw cannot regulate so¬ 
cial practices. Society. $*» such. .* a taw 
unto Itself, and will always regulate its 
own practices and habits. F'ull recognition 
of the fundamental fact that all men 
should stand on an equal fooling, as re¬ 
gards civt*. privileges. In no way interferes 
with recognition of the further fact that 
all reflecting men of both races are united 
in feeling that race purity must be main¬ 
tained. The bishop continues: 

,r VV1mt should the white men of the 
Boulh do for the negro? They must give 
him a free band, a fiiir field and a cor¬ 
dial godsj>efd, the two races Working to¬ 
gether for their mutual benefit and for the 
development of our common oountry. H* 
must have liberty, equal opportunity to 
make his living, to -earn his bread, to 
build his homo. He must bkve Justice, 
equal rights and protection before the 
law. He mum have the ?amo political 
privileges; the suffrage should be bastd 
on character and Intelligence for white 
and blaek alike. H* must have the same 
public advantages of education; the pu lie 
schools nre for all the people, who.lever 
their color or oo-wlltl'on. The white men 
of the South should give hearty and re¬ 
spectful consideration to the exceptional 
men of the negro race, those who have 
the ehanttetPT, the ability and the desire 
to be lawyers, physicians, tench©! s. 
preachers, leaders of thought and conduct 
among their own men and women. We 
should give them cheer and otuportunRy 
to gratify every hiudabte ambition, anti to 
fH.*©k every Innocent siitlsfactfon among 
their own people Finally, th© best white 
men of the South should have frequent 
conferences with the brat colored men, 
where. In frank, earnest and sywputfretic 
(flsoussion they might understand each 
other better, smooth difficulties, and bo 
gu'de and encourage the weaker race.” 

Surely we can all of us Join in express¬ 
ing our substantial agreement with the 
principles thus laid dow r n by this North 
C.trollnn bishop, this repres«ntatlvo of 
the Christian thought of the South.

Fitting Homage To Lincoln. 


Washington, Feb. 18.—[‘Spe*dal.]—The 
Democrats had a close call in Hast 
election from tosir.ig the nexlt Senate by 
a two-thlrd-s majority. A two-thirds 
majority In the upper bouse of Con¬ 
gress by a party is a tremendous pow¬ 
er, as It means the enactment of any 
kind of legislation that the dominant 
party desires, to cay nothing of the 
ratification of all treaties.

Before the Subcommittee on Inter¬ 
state Commerce to-day George B. Rob¬ 
bins, president of the Armour car lines, 
gave some Interesting information as 
to the fruit business of the South, in 
view of the alleged oppression of the 
growers by the private car lines.

This was the case in 
Florida, but the fruit trade there has 
doubled and trebled within the past few 
years. Idaho Is the same way; at one 
point in Colorado, where there was no # t 
a car of fruit a few years ago. we are 
now* shipping five hundred pars a day, 
Alabama Is producing fruit to-day, 
Georgia has developed from one or two 
thousand cars prior to 1898. when we 
obtained otir exclusive contract, to five 
thousand cars last year, and next year 
we expect to handle from six thousand 
to eight thousand cars. In North Caro¬

The 
zero we&tfeer ha* spread a.11 over the 
mountain®, and is very e^vere* on log 
and river men. Reports say that 1.F.00 
men are at work on the lee gorges ami 
fog boom* in the Kentucky, Licking 
and Red rivers and fires are kept up 
for mUes along the banks. Early this 
mtrmlrug men working In the ice near 
Yale and West Liberty were overcome 
by the cold and were carried to a fire 
and refmecltated.

GREAT DAMAGE BY GORGES. 

Estimated At Over $100,000 and the 
Worst May Come Yet. 

Cincinnati. Feb. 13.—The sudden drdp 
In the temperature brought the river 
tee to a stand, gorges forming at 
number of points. The damage ! ' 
estimated at from $100,000 to $200,000, 
the amount depending on the possibility 
of saving some of the barge# and 
steamer# which are now caught in the 
ice-pack or pushed up on the shore. 
In addition tojthe more than $100,000 of 
loss already Incurred, vessels and oth¬ 
er property valued at more than half 
a million dollars are in serious danger 
of total destruction. Full crews are 
on board all steamers and steam Is 
kept up In readiness for whatever may 
happen. The ice Is so heavy that or 
dintiry methods are of slight avail. 

Never before in the history of the 
river has the situation been so fraught 
with menace. The loss to river coal 
companies will not be definitely known 
for a few day3, as perhaps half of the 
coal boats and barge# which were torn 
loose from their moorings are but 
slightly damaged. 

It may b© that when the Ice passes < ff 
and the waters recede many of the 
hafges and their contents can be raised, 
but this to considered improbable by 
rlvermen in view of the firmness and 
enormous weight of the ice that tore 
them from their moorings and sent 
them to the bottom. 

TIED UP IN MISSISSIPPI. 

No Traffic Out of Meridian On New 
Orleans and Northwestern.

Our good things would the® ba brought 
to the attention of Inquirers to whom the 
Chamber of Ocmvnveroe can rend them 
and, in addition, the handbobk can be

INDEPENDENT REFINERS 

ARE ACTIVE IN KANSAS. 


Last night waa one of misery and 
suffering among the poor of the city. 
Some of them were compelled to keep 
rude fires burning and hover about 
them all night to keep from freezing. 
In some sections of the city the cot¬ 
tages and hovels tenanted by the poor 
furnish little protection from the cold, 
and In such Instance© a lack of warm 
bed clothing added to the discomfort 
of the inmates made it necessary to 
hover about the scant fires. 

Dr. Edwin Hawes, agent of the Lou¬ 
isville Charity Organization, said last 
night that his office was overwhelmed 
with pleas for assistance yesterday, 
and that they came from all over the 
city. He said that many begged for 
coal and food, and that the demand 
was far greater than the society could 
supply. 

“Such W’eather as Is now' prevailing 
brinrgs about a pitiable condition 
among the poor,” said Dr. Hawes, 
“and when It comes so suddenly vve are 
not prepared to alleviate it. We have 
regular charges that must be looked 
after, and when the severe weather 
brings in an army of new ones we are 
compelled to ask them to wait.” 

The office of Mayor Grainger w’as be¬ 
sieged yesterday with people begging 
for charity coal, ail of whom were 
turned away, as the supply Is exhaust¬ 
ed. All the missions und every society 
of a charitable nature are overwhelmed 
now with requests for aid for the poor, 
and If the present severe weather con¬ 
tinues the suffering will become a se¬ 
rious problem.’ and one that will re¬ 
quire prompt attention from every 
charitable source. 

HORSES SUFFER. 

Not Alone People, But Horses Are 
Suffering Severely During the 
Present Cold Period. 

“Although a number of our riaUs to 
aid suffering animals are caused by 
the ignorance and position of owners, 
we are having more trouble with own¬ 
ers of fine horses, which draw' Louls- 
villeV smartest vehicles nt the present 
season of the year than any others," 
sfeld an officer of the Humane* Society 
yesterday afternoon-, “dur agtTit. Mr. 
Tynan, has been driven nearly insane 
during the past three day's, caring for 
horses which are left to ftiand for hours 
on Icy pavements In a piercing, biting 
wind, with no covering or protection 
and no means of keeping up circulation 

“Rich people, who own fine horses, at 
times leave the care of the animals en¬ 
tirely to their coachmen and never glv£ 
them a thought, no matter If their orig¬ 
inal price reached Into four figure?. 
These animal* are hitched to heavy car¬ 
riages and after being forced to travel 
at a lively clip over icy pavements In 
oriie? U> appear ’smart.’ are finally 
stopped In from of a residence or store 
and left for an hour, w'hile the owner 
©hop* or'gossiptf* or calls, and as a re¬ 
sult many of the animals are found In 
bad condition. During the past week 
Mr. Tynan has been forced to order no 
leas than twenty-five so-called ’smart* 
owners to provide blankets for their 
horses In order to k?ep them in any¬ 
thing like condition.” 

Steve Holcombe says his mission is 
badly In m*ed of funds at this time, 
owing to the numerous calls for help 
ns the result of the extreme cold 
\v"eather. He ©ay* that any one desir¬ 
ing to lend assistance should send in 
a check as quickly as posable. Large 
numbers of people, who are not pro¬ 
fessional beggars, call at the mission 
every day. Last night 150 were fur¬ 
nished lodging. 

The severe weather had Its effect on 
the health as well as the comfort of 
the people, and grip and pneumonia 
found many' victims. There were tw'en. 
ty-eight admissions at the City Hospit¬ 
al, all of the patients suffering from 
grip or kindred troubles. Physicians in 
general practice corroborated the testi¬ 
mony of the hospital officers, all con¬ 
curring in the opinion that while the 
public health Is not subject to such 
severe attacks as it was last winter.

The Feltner Deposition. 

The Leglngtnn Herald, commenting 
on the deposition of Moses H. Feltner. 
published in the Courier-Journal Sun¬ 
day. well says that under ordinary cir¬ 
cumstance* no normal-minded man 
However, the cir¬ 
cumstances attending this deposition 
are far fyom ordinary. The reason as¬ 
signed by Feltner for giving It. adds 
the Herald. "Is that he Is in fear of 
his life, and feels that he will be safer 
after having given this deposition so 
that whether he Is alive or dead it can 
be used In this case, than he would 
be if he had not given It. and his 
death would prevent Its being given. It 
was upon the same grounds that J. B. 
Marcum published his statement and 
the affidavit of Moses Feltner In No¬ 
vember, 1D02, hoping, if not believing, 
that the publication of that statement 
and affidavit would attract the atten¬ 
tion of the State so that those whonx 
he charged with being fn a conspiracy! 
to have him assassinated would Aban¬ 
don their purpose. The result proved 
that the hope was unfounded. After 
the publication In November. 1902. of 
his statement and the affidavit of 
Moses Feltner telling of the conspiracy 
to have Marcum assassinated, he was 
assassinated by two of the men who 
were named In that affidavit as Impli¬ 
cated In the conspiracy, and the ver¬ 
dict of a Clark county Jury Is that 
Judge James Hargis and Ed Callahan, 
Judge and Sheriff of Breathitt county, 
conspired to have and did have him 
killed." 

Of the deposition It says: 

"It Is given under oath, the statement 
made in It acctmd with the statements 
node In the affidavit, made by Kellner In 
November. 1902T before Marcum was os- 
FasriuaJtad; accprd with tho Rater, which 
Is made a paH of this deposition, writ¬ 
ten by Feltner to tho CMurler-Jour¬ 
nal In May.

Reciprocity With Newfoundland. 

For a aenivs of years efforts have 
b&en making to get ratiffed *a reciproc¬ 
ity treaty with Newfoundland. The in¬ 
terference of Canada defeated one 
tmeaty. Newfoundland ha* refused to 
Join the Dominion, and tt was thought 
that IndJmatc trade relations with the 
United Stales would tend to confirm 
her In that attitude. That trouble has 
now been removed, hut the Senate of 
the United States has yet to be reck¬ 
oned with. 

What Is called the Hay-Bond treaty 
has been reported favorably to the Sen¬ 
ate by the cornmittee, but with amend¬ 
ments which It i* bettered wwler it un¬ 
acceptable to New found la<nd. Senator 
Lodge, of Massachusetts, who ha* been 
an Impediment in the way of ratifica¬ 
tion, 1 * supporting the amended treaty. 
The difficulty In the way of ratifica¬ 
tion ha* been/the provision tor the free 
aidmlsslcn of firh of certain kinds, 
w'hddh was unacceptable to the fisher¬ 
men of GJdnioeator. The treaty admits 
fresh fish tree, but exclude* salt fish. 
It give* the Undte^ StAtes valuable 
privileges In the way of g ttlng bait for 
their fishenmen, and In the free admis¬ 
sion into Nowfoitodlanff of many Amer¬ 
ican product*. If the amended treaty 
be accepted by New^fc-undlamd. It w-!ll 
be a good bargain for the United 
States. But there Is the rub. It Is held 
by those who oppose the amendments 
tha< they take away the chief Induce¬ 
ment to Newfoundland', and that hence 
the amendments will be at ontoe re¬ 
jected. Even If accepted, the treaty 
does not become effectual until both 
huusefli of Congress prtF* a bill to legal- 
4xe the change* In the tariff which It 
propose* to make. The prospect of reci¬ 
procity with Newfoundland, therefore, 
is not very encouraging.

It appears from the report that the 
\Vork so far done Is largely preliminary. 
Flans are In existence for the reclama¬ 
tion of 1 , 200.000 acres. In some cr.sos 
contracts have been awarded; in others 
bids have been received or advertised 
for. In Arizona contracts have been 
let for 160.000, In Colorado for 100.000. In 
Idaho for 70.000. in Nevada for 100.000, 
and In New Mexico for 10.000. In these 
cases the work has been actually be

The President and the Senate. 

The action of the Senate In regard to 
the arbitration treaties, when tak?n In 
connection with the San Domingo pro¬ 
tocol, has a significance far beyond the 
specific question of amendment upon 
which the Interest centered. That the 
treaties should have been amended con¬ 
trary to the express d wish of the Pres¬ 
ident can be regarded In no other light 
than the assertion on the part of the 
great majority of the Senators, irre¬ 
spective of political affiliation, of their 
prerogative as co-equals of the chief 
executive In all matters relating to 
treaties. The Issue was firsts made in 
the San Domingo case in which what 
was called a protocol had been signed 
by the representatives of the two 
Governments. Rightly considered, it 
was blit a memorandum of a treaty 
which, to become effective, required 
ratlflcaton by the Senate. This, how¬ 
ever, was not the original intention of 
the executive departfnent In executing 
It. but to make It operative from a day 
named, without submitting It to the 
Senate for its concurrent action. Upon 
an Issue rharply raleed in that body* 
the original protocol was revoked and 
another prepared, much modified In its 
terms, which It Is now proposed to lay 
before the Senate for Its action. 

Pending the receipt of the new proto¬ 
col the arbitration treaties with a num¬ 
ber of foreign powers came up for the 
action of the Senate, when, contrary 
to the expressed wish of the President, 
thej^were materially amended so as to 
require that arbitrations undertaken 
under them must each have the sanc¬ 
tion of two-thirds of the Senate, being 
each provided for by special treaty 
dealing with the subject* of arbitration. 
Party lines were effaced In the decisive 
vote by which this result was reached, 
many of the most prominent Senators 
upon ivhfrm the President has reMed as 
his exponents, such as Lodge and 
Spooner, having gone contrary' to his 
views and wishes, as expressed In a 
lengthy communication. Thq issue in¬ 
volving the Independence of the Senate 
us an equal factor with the President 
in the making of treaties has been 
made by this action with more ap¬ 
proach to unanimity pn the part of th?

• Justice and That Only. 


A decision ofr some Interest to post¬ 
masters has been rendered by Control¬ 
ler Tracewell, of the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment, In the case of Charles Burroughs, 
postmaster at Rutherford, N. J. At the 
Hose of every fiscal year the receipts of 
all postmasters above the fourth class 
are gone over, and the salaries for the 
next year are then fixed according to 
the amounrt of gross receipts. Since «he 
law became operative, several years 
ago, there have been about one hun¬ 
dred case* each year investigated on 
account of alleged padding of receipts 
In order to secure the Increase of sal¬ 
ary, and In a majority of them, where 
the Increase was paid, the postmaster 
has been made to refund the excess. 
The cair? in polrst was of this kind. The 
Rutherford postmaster, when called 
upon to refund $575 Increase of salary 
which he had been paid, regarded it 
unfair and appealed to the Controller. 
The decision was giyen against him, 
after two months’ 4nvestlgatl*ln and 
argument. There Was no chaVge of 
fraud, the contention being that the in¬ 
creased sale of stamps was in regular 
course of business, but had been 
brought about by the zeal of thi post¬ 
master’s friends in order to entitle him 
to the Increased pay. Two or three 
year* ago the postmasters of this city 
and Indianapolis claimed Increase to 
their salaries to $l.dO 0 . but w*ere refused 
on the ground that the Increased sales 
were tfie result of similar solicitations 
not dfemed In compliance with the law'. 
There w'a*. however, no charge of Im¬ 
propriety against the postmasters 
themselves.

Although the coldest day experienced 
In Louisville this winter, the ardor of 
the church-going people of the city did 
not In the least appear to be shaken 
yesterday.

DOWN AND STEADILY 
DECLINED. 


INVENTOR AND CONTRACTOR. 


Telegram* from Temp*. Arlz., an¬ 
nounced the death at ih’at place yer- 
ierdiay of Col. John R. Gath right, one 
of the best-known dtfizerw of I»uis- 
viHe. Ctfl. Gathright had been in Art- 
zona for severaj months In search of 
health, and It w am not umtil a few days 
ago that his condition took a turn for 
*he worse and he ateadlly sank until 
the end. M>rs. Gat bright ard his alopt- 
ed daughter. Miss Bertha Gathrlght, 
were with him at the end. but owing 
to the weather a ml ‘the uncertain move¬ 
ment of trains, his brothers bere were 
unable to Join him when It became 
known that the end was not far off. 

Col. Gath right had been suffering 
from a nervous break-down for over a 
year. La*t year h»? spent the winter 
in Callifornia and returned to Louisville 
upparently much Improved in health. 
This winter his physicians again sug¬ 
gested a change of climate, and Ool. 
Gathrlgbt went to Tempe, Arlz., last 
December. His nervous condition, 
brought on by a long Ife of activity In 
business, produced <x>mplicatlons, his 
heart te'c&jne affected, and in other 
ways his strength was weakened. The 
climate of Arizona seemed to strength¬ 
en him for a time, bull a letter which 
reached Louisville several days ago 
brought the news that he could not 
,lairt much longer, and the telegram 
yesterday did not surprise his brothers 
and friends, though they were greatly 
shocked. 

• • • 

Will Be Brought Here. 


No arrangements for the funeral 
have been mode, though It Is intended 
to bring the body back to Louisville 
for burial. On oocottet of the Irregular 
movements of the train*, his brothers, 
J. B. Gsithright and R. O. Gathrlght. 
do ntot -think it best to go to Tempe at 
opce. but will leave as soon ms possible 
ar.d bring the body back to Louisville. 
In the meantime the body will be 
placed In a vault at Temp-*. 

J^hn R. Gathrlght vvns born In Old¬ 
ham county, Kentucky. In 1837, and 
was therefore slxty-tiwo years old. Hi* 
father was John R. Galthrtght, and in 
addition to his two brothers he also 
had a slater, who died* many ye«TS 
ago. He w is educated* at Aebury' Col¬ 
lege, now known ns DePauw Univer¬ 
sity. and at the UTViyersKy of Michi¬ 
gan doming to Louisville he was 
graduated In law by the Law Depart¬ 
ment*. of the University of Louisville, 
but he never practiced his pTp-fesslon. 

Early In life he went to Kansas, 
where he spent some time as a farmer 
and •uccenefully raised many large 
crops. He returned t«, Louisville ogalr 
to take a contract for convict labor at 
the old Prison 8 outb. In Jeffersonville, 
now the Indiana Reformatory, and for 
many years continued to use convict 
labor. After giving up that contract 
he engaged in the real estate business, 
and built and sold many small resi¬ 
dences In the “omhern pari of the dtf, 
Recently he became vice president of 
the Gathrlght-Carter Realty Company. 
This company built Avery Court, on 
Second street, and l» now selling the 
houses for residences. 

♦ « • 

Invented Sprinkler. 

Col. Gathrlght was an Inventor and 
secured patents for his invention known 
as the electric tramway rpr Ink ling 
machine, by which trolley lines in cities 
can be used to carry sprinkling tanks 
and lay the dust on the streets. Mr. 
Gathrlght Introduced this patent Into 
many cities and finally sold the rights 
to a Massachusetts company. The 
tramway sprinkler was Invented ten 
years ago and proved a successful 
means of sprinkling streets on which 
there are car lines. The sprinklers 
have been used In Louisville with great 
success. 

During the Civil War Col. Gathrlght 
served In the Confederate army. At 
the outbreak of the great struggle he 
enlisted In Gen. Ben Hardin Helm’a 
regiment of cavalry, known as the 
First Kentucky. He was later detached 
as a recruiting officer for Kentucky, 
with the rank of Captain, and served 
the Confederacy faithfully and well. 
Two years before the close of the war 
he was taken prlivner by the Federal 
troops and was confined In the military 
prison nt Johnson’s Island, near Tole¬ 
do. until the close of the w*ar. when he 
was released and returned to Louis¬ 
ville. 

• • • 

An Active Democrat. 

Col. Gathrlght was a vigorous and 
energetic business man. a firm friend, 
open-hearted and generous. He vva® 
always a Democrat In politics and for 
many years past was the president of 
the Southern Democratic Club. w*hose 
rooms are at Third and Avery avenues, 
and Which under his guidance was al¬ 
ways one of the nriost progressive polit¬ 
ical clubs In the city Col. Gathrlght 
never sought public office for himself, 
but believed in the principles of Democ¬ 
racy and was willing to give bis time 
and his money to the cause.

There 
Is no cause known why he should leave 
Louisville, and these facts lead his 
family and members of the firm for 
which he worked to fear that he had 
been foully deaJt with. 

Young Matthews left the office of his 
employers on the night of his disap¬ 
pearance Boon after receiving his week’s 
salary, and going to his pnrents’ home 
at Shelby and Market streets, he told 
his mother he would acoofnpany his 
fiancee to a choir meeting and would 
return home about 11 o’clock. He was 
not seen again by his parents, but left 
the young woman about 11 o’clock at 
her home. Since that time no one who 
knows him ha# seen or heard from him. 

When he left the office Saturday 
night he told F. A. Clegg that he would 
meet him at the office Sunday morning 
to explain some business matters of 
minor importance. Mr. Clegg visited 
the office at the appointed hour and 
waited for Matthews until he decided 
he would not come. Believing Mat¬ 
thews was III or detained by some un¬ 
foreseen circumstance, he dlFmlssed the 
matter from his mind and left the office. 
Later In the day, however, Henry Mat¬ 
thews, a brother of the missing man,' 
called up Mr. Clegg and made Inquiry 
about hls» brother. This was the first 
intimation Mr. Clegg had of the disap¬ 
pearance. Investigation was at once 
commenced, w*hlch revealed the fnct 
that Matthews had disappeared be¬ 
tween 11 o’clock Saturday night and 
Sunday morning. The Investigation 
proved that Matthews had taken no 
clothing except those he wore. He had 
left his spate wearing apparel at his 
room untouched. This fact add# to the 
mystery. 

His brothers, who are leaving no 
stone unturned to ferret out the mys¬ 
tery. communicated with the young 
woman to whom. It Is said, he Is en¬ 
gaged. and she could throw no light on 
his disappearance. It le known that 
there has been no quarrel between Mat. 
thews and the young woman, and no 
cause for his leaving the city can be 
Imagined. 

F. A. Clegg, senior member of the firm 
for W’hlch young Matthews worked. Is 
as much puoszled and wmrrled over the 
disappearance as are members of Mot- 
thews’ family. He said last night that 
he bad found nothing wrong with his 
books, and that he cannot imagine a 
cause for his leaving Louisville. 

"George Matthews had been with us 
twelve years.” said Mr. Clegg, "and 
we have always found him worthy of 
every confidence. I would mv* ar by 
hin honesty, and, though we thought 
It best to take a look^at his books, 
we were confident from the beginning 
that they were all right. I believe 
something has happened to him, and 
will do all in my power to solve the 
mystery*.’* 

Chapman Matthews, father of the 
missing man, says he has no Idea w r hat 
has happened to his son. He will not 
be convinced that he has met with some 
accident, but says he believes he will 
hear from him In a short while. The 
disappearance has not. been reported to 
the detectives.

Chesbro, Powell, 
O’Connor and others — who make the 
game, and who. after all, hold the place 
of interest in th© fans’ attention. 

But th© magnates wrill thrash out the 
rules this week, and the fans will have 
some slight Interest In this procedure. 

Despits the vest amount of criticism 
that has been hurled against the fouJ- 
elriko rule and the ©pit ball, neither Will 
be abolished. 

It can be put down as a certainty that 
th© same rule© that governed the game 
lust year will prevail this season. The 
fhns want more hitting.

Nearly every 
pitcher In the big league will have a good 
working knowledge of how to use the de¬ 
livery. 

Toward the end of last reason nearly 
every club in the American League hod 
at least on© pitcher who depended much 
on the spit ball. 

Glhson. of Boston, Is little 6hy of Ch«- 
bro ns & spit-ball artist. He hits the new¬ 
fangled curve well developed. Dlneen utes 
9t. Harry Howell, of the St. Louis 
Browne, knows all about the delivery, 
and. In fact, all th© pitchers are on to 
Chester© b wrinkle. 

The spit ball has reduced batting at 
least .15 prr cent, and now that all the 
pitchers have the curve undor control it 
appears as thlough batting will receivo it 
still greater ©hock next ©eason. 

Botn the American League and the Na¬ 
tional will uphold the foul strike rule, 
and the spit ball will not be touched 
upon, so that mudh of the work of the 
meetings will deveCop Into debate© on the 
schedule© and the Taylor cape. 

The schedule committee will do every¬ 
thing in their power tu avoid conflict©, 
but thin seem* Impossible. There will be 
some conflict©, but the number will not 
be as large as last season.

Increased At Ail the Gov¬ 
ernment Factories. 


REFORMS FOR THE WORKMEN 


BEING CONSIDERED BY COM¬ 
MITTEE OF MINISTERS. 


That tho minor leagues Intend to force 
the major leagues to accede to their de¬ 
mand© made at the meeting of the Na¬ 
tional Commission at Cincinnati several 
^eeks ago is evident from the statement 
rnailo by J*. T. Powers, president of the 
National Association, after a conference 
with Frank Farrell, • owner of the New 
York Americans. 

Mr. Powers refused to divulge th© mo¬ 
tive of thv conferer.de, but he said that 
the American Longue would be made to 
understand that th© minor leagues must 
be respected. The minor league*, he sold, 
were willing to make a concession to th© 
major leagues by adopting a resolution 
Which would prevent any player drafted 
by a major loagua from returning to the 
club from which ho waa drafted Inside of 
one year. This, he said, would put a ©top 
to the evils Which wen* lUuatrutted by t'h© 
cas© of the Brooklyn team, whteh drafted 
the entire Baltimore team and then re¬ 
turned the player* to tba't club after the 
time allowed for drafting had expired. If, 
on thb other hand, th© American League 
refused to pay th© drafting price, 11.500, 
demanded try the minor leagues, th© latter 
would protect thomscCves by ’’ooverlng 
players’ 7 and by bogus sale©.

IMPERIAL UKASE ISSUED, 


St. Petersburg. Feb. 13.—Projected 
factory legislation was discussed at 
meetings of the committee of Ministers 
on Saturday and to-day.

Detective Frank Walker testified thnt 
orv Tuesday morning, October 7 , 1902.

The 
boys were taken Into custody near a 
pawnshop at Third and Market streets 
aa suspected felons. They were in com¬ 
pany with Ollle Darrow. This Was to 
attack the testimony of Frank Bar¬

All record** for the collection of city 
taxes were broken Saturday, which was 
the last day of the 3 per cent, discount 
period, and. though the force of clerks 
In the office of James B. Brown, the 
CVty Tax Receiver, have not tabulated 
all of the checks? received 1 by mail, 
enough has been counted to show that 
the total will probably go over $300,000, 
and may reach a million doV.ara The 
clerks had 1 counted $775,000 at 5 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, art ! 1 of that 
amount $568,000 was paid in over the 
counter. Mr. Brown said there was 
probably $150,000 additional in the mail 
that hid not been opened 

The total amount collected during the 
3 per cent, discount period will be $ 2 ,- 
000,000 or over. The largest sin we tax- 
jxiyer was the Fidelity Trust Company, 
which sent a check for $131,543.69. and 
the second largest was the Louisville 
Railway Company, which paid $125,000. 

The 2 per cent, discount period began 
yesterday and ns a result the payments 
amounted to but little. The Tax Re¬ 
ceiver will continue to allow a discount 
of 2 per cent, until March 1. after which 
but 1 per cent, will be allowed.

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JURY CANNOT AGREE 

William Lindley Will Be Tried 
Again. 

William M. Lindley, formerly of Jef¬ 
fersonville, who was on trial for sev¬ 
eral days at Frankfort, Clinton county, 
Ind., on the charge of embezzling 
$1,170, will have another hearing, the 
Jury having disagreed yesterday. He 
made no denial that he took the 
amount from the Vandalla line while 
acting as agent, but put up the plea 
that no criminal Intent was meant. 
Lindley went on the stand In his own 
behalf and said he took the money, 
having an understanding with a friend 
that he could get the amount on forty- 
eight hours' notice. He testified that 
he had borrowed $1,200 from Leander 
M. Robinson, then City Treasurer at 
Madison, who had written him an ap¬ 
pealing letter to repay the loan, and 
for this purpose the money was taken. 

It was in evidence that after Lin¬ 
dley left Frankfort Homer Buck, who 
was his assistant, received a letter 
from the missing man in which was 
the combination for opening the safe 
and the inside keys. In his letter to 
Buck the statement was made by Lin¬ 
dley that he was the victim of mla- 
placed confidence, and that he would 
not return to Frankfort until he could 
straighten out his affairs. Ed Smith, 
of Logansport. an employe of the road, 
was asked by lindley if the traveling 
auditor had gone over his accounts, 
to w hich Smith replied he had. Lindley 
asked what shortage was found, and 
when told said he did not think It 
was so much. The Jury stood eight to 
four in favor of sending Lindley to 
prison. 

TO RECOVER GOODS. 


Jeffersonville Shippers Send Attor¬ 
ney Ahead. 

In hopes the bad weather for the 
past four weeks has delayed a ship¬ 
ment of kraut, hominy and pumpkin In 
reaching Its destination, Thomas J. 
Brock, a Jeffersonville attorney. Is 
traveling as fast as steam will carry 
him toward Enid, O. T.. as the repre¬ 
sentative of a JelTersonvllle canning 
company, which firm has $800 at stake 
and hopes to save by timely action. 
The shipment consists of a carload of 
the goods mentioned above and left 
Jeffersonville on the evening of Janu¬ 
ary 15, under consignment to the Okla¬ 
homa company, which at the time the 
goods went forward was a wholesale 
grocery firm with a rating of $75,000 
and doing business at Enid. 

The order came In a few days before 
January 16. and the canning company 
took the necessary precautions to In¬ 
vestigate the standing of the firm ask¬ 
ing credit for a bill of $800 by in¬ 
quiring at a mercantile agency. A 
written reply was received that the 
company was worth $40,000 over and 
above Its obligations. This was on 
January 13, two days before the car¬ 
load of canned kraut, pumpkin and 
hominy was shipped. Last Friday a 
letter reached the Jeffersonville firm 
that the two owners of the Enid com¬ 
pany had left Enid under a cloud and 
steps should be taken at once by the 
canning company to protect Its Inter¬ 
ests. 

The letter was received from the 
man who had been left In charge of 
the business, but It Is not known 
whether the goods had arrived or that 
he knew they should be there by the 
invoice.

New York, Feb. 13 —Three aeronauts, 
who made an ascent from the Crystal 
Palace In London at a quarter to seven 
o’clock Saturday evening, have arrived 
tut Paris, according to a Herald dis¬ 
patch from that city. They passed 
over the channel at a speed of seventy 
miles an hour and arrived at 1 o'c’.o-'k 
Sunday morning at St. Denni®, near 
Paris, beating the previous record for 
an air voyage between London and 
Paris.

13.—A south¬ 
bound double-head or passenger train on 
the Ghloago, Milwaukee a.nd St. Paul 
railway collided head-on with a switch 
engine a.t Moline to-day. killing Engi¬ 
neer William Pool In, of Chicago, and 
fatally injuring Engineer Charles 
Stapleton, of Rock Island. No passen¬ 
gers were hurt.

A message from one of the warehouse 
agents In the Burley field to-day said 
that while the American Tobacco Com¬ 
pany, the combine, will not buy direct 
from the farmers? any tobacco that is 
und*r contract to the association. It is 
buying from a loose leaf warehouse !n 
l^exingtou. Ky. Sunday night there 
were 300,000 pounds in the Lexlngtoh 
wa.rehou*€, the agent said, and eight¬ 
een wagons of Burley v^re waiting to 
the sales to make room for them. It 
Is feared this may cause a btampede 
detrimental to the corner plan. 

GROWERS LOSE HEAVILY. 

Thought That Their Mortgages Will 
Have To Be Extended. 

Owingsville, Ky.. Feb. 13—[Special ] 
—It is estimated that the failure of the 
Burley Tobacco Growers' Association 
will cause a loss to the farmers in this 
sec'.io.; of more than $ 100,000 on ac<ouxt 
of the depredation In tobacco values 
w'hlch, it Is beldeved. will at once take 
place. It is evident that the Continen¬ 
tal Tdbaooo Company wi l not pay the 
big prices they paid the past few 
weeks. Many of the farmers in Bath 
county who had tlgntd the Burley con¬ 
tract have already sold their toba-cdo, 
and others were offered good pr ces and 
would have sold had it not been for the 
threat of the Burley people that they 
w\*uld take legal action against them 
if they violated the term* of the cont¬ 
ract. Ajb R Is. there are nearly 3.000.000 
pounds of tobacco yet unsold in Bath 
county, and about the Kama amount 
In Fleming county, which has been 
held back by the Burley Aaeocia-tlon. 
Snedegar Bros, had contracted with 
the association tn de’lver their pur¬ 
chases, amounting to -more than 100.000 
pounds, to the association, and it is not 
known what action they will take. 
The farmers are almost panic-stricken, 
as the aisi^oclaiion's failure means a big 
loss to them, and many oterre bill* and 
mortgages which the borrowers had 
fondly hoped to pay off with this sea¬ 
son's tobacco crop, wiH have to be 
run over. 


GROWERS SELLING TOBACCO. 

Large Amount Being Sent To the 
Breaks At Lexington. 

Lexington, Ky.. Feb. 13.—[Special.J— 
Since the Burley Growers' Company 
hti* been unable to finance their organ¬

With th* discovery that plenty of eggs are 
available, despite the aa«ertl ns of dealers that 
a "atrlkrt" of hens has tied up the supply, com# 
a revelation of tbe actual cause of the appar¬ 
ent shortage. The big packer# have a corner 
on the market It Is asserted that last spring, 
when aggs were selling cheap and space In cold 
storage warehouse* wo* going t*gg ng. Armour, 
Swift and a few other heavy dealers secured 
hundreds of thousands of case* and put them 
away to await the time when, owing to nat¬ 
ural condition*, the market supply of fresh 
eggs would be unequal to the demand. 

The egg? were bought at prices ranging from 
15c to 174® it dozen When ths supply of the 
fresh product began to fall off the big fellows 
began to reap their harveot. In the past moiuh 
price* have Icapad upward with startling rapid¬ 
ity. The packers had suddenly iea.s-d to mar¬ 
ket any of the immense supply hrid In their 
warehouses.
